Eastern Plants Suffer Because They Seek More Oil With 
Their Own Pipe Lines—Old Agreement Violated 


BULLETIN. 


Late reports from Titusville, Pa., are that the Pennsylvania Paraffin Works is buy- 
ing credit balances for all its needs from the producers in the fields around Titusville 
and Oil City and that the National Transit Co. is delivering the crude thus bought to 
the Paraffin Works at Titusville, in the capacity of common carrier. It is reported 
by producers that the Paraffin Works is paying 5 cents a barrel premium for the oil 
and a 20 cent pipeage charge. Delivery of credit balances to Independent refiners is 
what the National Transit Co. offered to do a few months ago, although at that time 
the offer was extended particularly to refiners on the Pure Oil lines. 


Two Independent Pennsylvania refiners have been deprived of their 
supply of crude oil by the Standard Oil interests because they built Inde- 
pendent pipe lines and sought to increase their crude supply above that 
heretofore allowed them by the Standard, to permit them to take care of the 
greatly increased jobbing market.

Hlow these refiners came to buy from the 


Cleveland, O 


Standard and how the Standard came to sell 
them crude, despite the refiners being in des- 
perate competition with the Standard, is best 
explained by going back to the early days of 
the oil business in Pennsylvania. Out of the 
slaughter of refineries at the first establish 
ment of the Standard as a monopoly—or trust 
in those days—these refiners survived, if not in 


their present corporate forms then as un 


dividuals. Back in those days some had thei 
own lines which they had turned into various 
pipe line consolidations that later came undet 
the control of the Standard and others had 
been buying their oil from the producers and 
had it shipped by these lines as common car 
riers, for there were some common carriers 
back a quarter of a century and more ag 
\fter the early juggling of the lines the re 
finers bought “credit balances,” the producer's 
certificate that he had delivered so many bar 
rels of oil to the pipe line, and had the oil de 
livered to them. Then the Standard arranged 
to have the refiners buy the oil direct from it, 
thus getting away from the common carrier 
proposition. This had been the condition for 
many years, when the crisis came in 1903 by the 
Standard’s cutting the crude allotment in half 
because the refiners had become parties to an 
aggressive foreign sales campaign. Irom that 
time on the story is best told by the report 
of the Commissioner of Corporations on the 
“Position of the Standard Oil Co. in the 
Petroleum Industry.”

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THREATEN FIGHT | 
ON NEW R.R. RULES 


Allied Shippers in Canada Insist 
There Shall be no Punitive 
Storage Charges 


Punitive storage charges on inflamma 
les, mandatory regulations for the use of 
teel barrels for gasoline, and the shipper’s 
ertificate, are three points that came up 
in the proposed regulations for the trans 
vortation of inflammables on Canadian 
tailways 

\t the conference at Toronto, at which 
were representatives of the railroads, the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ Association, the 
il men and Colonel Dunn, the oil men and 
the manufacturers’ association served no 
tice on the railroads that they would not 


stand for those three points in the pro 
posed regulations, and that they would 
take the fight to the Canadian Railway 
Commission. Otherwise the committee ap- 
proved the regulations as used in this coun 
try. 

The manufacturers’ association and the 
il men were agreeable to accepting Colonel 
Dunn’s specifications for steel barrels 
when such barrels are used. The oil men 
pointed out that there are no steel bar 
rel factories in Canada, and to require all 
casoline to be shipped in steel barrels 
would put the Canada oil companies under 
almost double the expense that oil com- 
panies are under in this country, because 
f the duty and cost of getting the barrels 
to Canada. It was suggested by one of the 
railroad men that a steelbarrel plant is be- 
ing built at Montreal. The oil men replied 
that this was only one plant and to make 
steel barrels mandatory, would permit that 
plant to make an exorbitant charge for 
barrels, and yet be just under the cost of 
the barrels from the United States. In 
ther words, the railroads would keep that 
factory going at the expense of the ship- 
per and consumer. 

The oil men and manufacturers’ associa- 
tion also served notice that they would not 
tand for a limit of 48 hours free time on 
the storage in a railroad warehouse of in- 
flammables; that that point would have to 
he eliminated entirely because they did not 
think that any uniform rule on storage time 
uld be made that would be just over all 
lines or to all points. It was furthermore 
pointed out that Canada, being so sparsely 
settled, more time than 48 hours was ab- 
olutely necessary. especially up in the 
northwest where several days at least if 
not a week or more would have to be al- 
lowed. 

These questions are now before the 
inadian Railways and it is possible that 
nother conference will be held before 
king the regulations up with the Canadian 
{ ommission.

The new governor of Michigan has rec- 
ommended in his annual message, that the 
oil inspection department of that state be 
abolished, and according to newspaper re- 
ports, he would have it conducted as part 
of the State Agricultural Department. No 
bill to that effect has yet been introduced 
in the Michigan legislature which meets 
this winter, but it is anticipated that such

There will be a hard fight on it, as the 
politicians and their friends are already at 
work starting a bonfire. They allege the 
only people benefited by the abolishment 
of this department are the oil men and far- 
famed Standard Oil. They allege the oil 
companies pay inspection out of their own 
pockets, and that anyway the department 
is a “profitable” one to the State, inasmuch 
as it pays some few thousand dollars a 
year into it.

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U. S. Independents Called By Germany In Oil Fight 


Representative refiners on way to Berlin to be questioned 
by Reichstag Committee on America’s Refinery Resources 


Four American oil men have been called 
, Germany by the committee of the Reichstag 
that has the government bill to establish a 
eovernment monopoly in kerosene, to give in- 
formation concerning the oil resources and 
particularly the kerosene refining resources of 
\merica. 

Phese men sailed from New York Saturday, 
January 11. They are C. D. Chamberlin, 
general counsel of the National Petroleum 
\ssociation; C. L. Suhr of the Germania Re- 
fining Co., Oil City, Pa., who will give the 
details of the situation in the east; D. W. 
Moffitt, of the Kansas Oil Refining Co., of 
Coffeyville, Kans., and W. D. Richardson of 
the Sapulpa Refining Co., Sapulpa, Okla., who 
will supply the information as to the west. 


They will go direct to Berlin where the 
committee is now in session taking testimony. 
These men, it is expected, will be asked par 
ticularly as to the ability of Independent re- 
finers of this country to supply kerosene, and 
whether or not in the event the Standard Oil 
Co. makes good its rumored threat that it 
will not sell any oil to the German monopoly, 
if the Independents can keep Germany’s lamps 
going, either on their present runs or by get 
ting more crude. It is understood that these 


gentlemen carry carefully prepared figures 
showing that the Independent refining capacity 
—not the output today——is 43 per cent of the 
country’s total refining capacity. This figure 


includes the plants in California, and all com 
panies not directly allied with the Standard 


Germany’s Secretary of State 


Explains 


(By Special Correspondent.) 

BERLIN, December 31.—As was to be 
expected the German political and economic 
atmosphere has been fully charged during the 
past month with the pertoleum question, the 
proposed regulation of which by a government 
organized syndicate has given rise to lively dis- 
cussions in which the protagonists of individ- 
ualism and collectivism appear to have ranged 
themselves quite formally into fighting con- 
tingents. And the situation too has not been 
without its rumors. 

For example, it has been quite firmly an- 
nounced that the government was endeavoring 
to negotiate with the Shell company for the 
supply of such pertoleum or products as it 
should fail to obtain from its natural re- 
sources. This rumor was as positively contra- 
dicted, and inquiries made in Amsterdam elic 
ited the reply that no such negotiations were 
in progress, and no such inquiry had been ad- 
dressed from Berlin to the Shell company. 

However, perhaps the most interesting fea- 
ture of the situation is the position taken up 
by State Secretary Kuhn, who in his speech 
on the proposed new institution, showed that 
whether the government is right or wrong 
he at all events knows his book. He has com- 
plete hold of the situation and was able to 
show the Reichstag that he knew not only the 
dangers attending any further encroachments 
of the Standard company on the German mar- 
ket; but that he also knew of the positive 
results which that company had achieved in 
other countries, where the precautionary meas- 
ures now suggested by the German govern- 
ment had not been taken in time. He made 
careful note of the discussion that had taken 
place in the German press on the subject, and 
Was not too complimentary to those journals 
which indicated a dread of the position the 
government was taking up; and he suggested, 
not bad faith on the part of these papers, 
but rather a want of knowledge of the dan- 
gers of the situation. He was also careful 
in addressing the Reichstag to make it clear 
that the quarrel of the German government is 
In no respect with the American government 
but purely and simply with a private company,

called the Standard Oil Company, which he 
was careful to point out the American govern- 
ment itself had had to take very seriously to 
task, and had to speak cf in terms quite as 
severe as any he might employ towards it 
MUST LOOK TO FUTURE. 

He accentuated his assertion that the Ger- 
man government is desirous of creating a law 
in the interest of the German consumer. He 
admitted that up till the present the Standard 
company had acted with considerable discre- 
tion in that country; and there was no com- 
plaint for the moment with respect to the 
price of oil in Germany but he said we have 
to provide against the dangers not sufficiently 
realized in other countries. Where once the 
Standard got complete control it has put the 
price up. He instanced, for example, to show 
that Germany was not alone in her dread of 
the Standard control, the case of Roumania 
which, seeing the direction the Standard com- 
pany were taking, was unwilling in the form 
of low prices to enjoy a couple of fat years 
to be ultimately eaten up by a series of lean 
years; and so arranged matters that the Stand- 
ard company saw fit to arrest its conquering 
progress in that country. 

Then in Austria-Hungary he was able to 
show that the government there had seen. fit 
to protect the national industry against the 
action of the Standard. In Sweden, too, a sim 
ilar policy had been adopted. On the other 
hand, he was able to mention a number of 
countries which had permitted the Standard 
company to invade them and which are now 
held bound to it. He specified particularly 
such countries as Italy where the private mo- 
nopoly of the Standard Oil Company can no 
longer be broken, and where the litre of petro- 
leum is 6 pfennigs higher in price than the 
same company charges in Germany. The route 
from the well to the lamp has been reached 
by the Standard company in various lands; 
and in China the petroleum industry there is 
entirely under the control of the Standard 
company. He was careful to quote the lan- 
guage of the member of the court in America 
in 1910, when he stated that a similar over- 
bearance and misuse in power in economic 


history is not known as that which has been 
exercised by the Standard Oil Company. 
This and much more formed the burden of 
the discourse of State Secretary Kuhn, and 
showed, as above stated, that whatever the 
private individual in Germany may think of 
the dangers attending full freedom to the 
Standard company to operate in the 


if 


country, 
the government is quite alive to the position 
as it is, and to the position as it probably 
will be if the present situation is allowed to 
endure \nd after all that is one of the 
provinces of a government. 


BANKS IN FIGHT. 


rom the opinion of the government rep- 
resentative on this point we may turn to that 
of a large dealer, namely Joseph Leis, of 
Regensburg, who with many others does not 
see eye to eye with the government. It is 
not that they are in a difficulty about the prin- 
ciple of standing up against the Standard com 
pany, but an extraordinary internal rivalry has 
arisen between groups of banks and indus 
trialists, as to who is to get the plums out of 
the new government deal. There is consider- 
able jealousy of the influential position of the 
Deutsche Bank in the friendship of the gov- 
ernment and notwithstanding the protests of 
State Secretary Kuhn in the matter, the belief 
is expressed that this friendly relation with 
the government will result in considerable fa- 
voritism being shown to certain groups which 
presumably are from time to time useful to the 
government when it wants to raise money.

Mr. Leis recommends that in stead 
composite syndicate with diverse interests, as 
suggested by the government, a clean govern 
ment monopoly should be instituted.

He sees 
whatever, or practically none, 
in the matter of buying petroleum; and does 
not understand why a fully competent govern- 
ment official or committee should not buy pe 
troleum for the uses of the country any more 
than that government official or committee 
should buy tobacco for the state. Of course he 
admits that expert agents are required for the 
purpose; but to obtain the services of such 
experts can hardly be a difficult matter for the 
state. It is essential that the empire, he says, 
should become independent of the Americaa 
petroleum trust, and in order to do that it is 
further essential that the state should estab- 
lish a fleet of tankers to do its transport work 
over sea; and naturally here, as in the pur 
chase of oil, the state can surely engage all 
the expert advice that is requisite. In con 
nection with this statement it is pointed out 
that handlers of pertoleum who have had to 
deal with the banks in the past have had some- 
what unpleasant experiences, and he thinks 
that the interests of the banks should be en- 
tirely shut out from the new combination, and 
that only experienced dealers in petroleum on 
a large scale should be called in to conduct the 
business for the government. 

Opinions widely differing continue to be ex- 
pressed on the ability of the government to 
do without the Standard. Some assert loudly 
that the government can only raise 60 per

In the year 1905 they moved tools on sec- 
tion 21, township 3, range 2, of Carter county, 
Okla. Behind the tools was none other than 
the Santa Fe Railroad, in the name of W. E. 
Hodges. This well was completed some time 
during the summer of 1905. Since then the 
Santa Fe has gone ahead in the regular rail- 
road way, slowly, but surely, drilling a well 
10w and then. 
They had discovered oil in paying quantities, 
and as the discoverer, they have had and 
exercised the right to get all the available ter- 
ritory. They were not molested nor bothered

by any one. They drilled well after well, and 
shut them in, and no one was wise to the fact 
that they had oil except a few men who, 
stirred to wanderlust, stumbled onto it.

DOWN 4,775 FEET 
Much Interest Aroused by Progress 


of Deep Drilling in Old Field 


BRADFORD, PA., Jan. 9.—The interest 
in the deep well which is being financed 
by the Deep Well Com 
pany, at Derrick City, and which is bei

sunk to ascertain whether or not oil or gas 
in paying quantities may be found at lower 
levels, and in sands never before reached 
in this tield, is growing more intense 
stratum after stratum is penetrated by the 
resistless bit, and earlier and earlier geo 
logic formations are revealed. 

The interest of the well to scientists 
even should it prove unsuccessful as re 
gards its oil producing qualities, is great 
\lready nearly a mile of various rock fo1 
mations have been pierced, including sev 
eral layers of pure rock salt. At this writ 
ing the well is down 4,775 feet, and the 
drillers have found it necessary to cement 
the hole, owing to the continual caving 

The top of the salt was struck at 4,490 
feet and indicated that the well had reached 
the Upper Silurian, and was approaching 
the depth where the Clinton and Medina 
formations should be found If the salt 
bed is the same one which underlies War 
saw, N. Y., or even if it is in the same rela- 
tive relation to the other strata that the 
one at Warsaw is, it indicates a great dip 
of the formations into the oil basin of Me 
Kean County, Penn. At Warsaw, N. Y 
the salt is but 1,200 feet below the surface, 
and Warsaw is but 60 miles from Derrick 
City.

REVISE INSPECTION 


Wyoming Planning to Use Photo- 
Metric Tests 

Wyoming is planning to revise its oil in 
spection laws at this winter’s session of the 
legislature, according to Ross B. Moody, state 
chemist, of Laramie, Wyoming. Following 
are the plans, as announced by him: 

“One of the changes which we intend to 
make in our oil law this session of the legis- 
lature is the substitution of Foster Automatic 
Cup with a flash of 110 or 112 instead of the 
Open New York Board of Health Tester 
with a flash of 105. It was also our idea that 
we could probably give some of the refineries 
a chance who are using some of the Wyom- 
ing crudes, and who claim they cannot put out 
a kerosene to comply with our present law, 
which requires a gravity of not less than 41, 
by abolishing our gravity test entirely and 
making the main test that of a burning test 
by means of measuring the actual deficiency 
of the oil before and after burning six or 
eight hours. This we believe will give some 
of the refineries a chance to put out an oil 
which they claim will give satisfactory results 
as an illuminating oil, but which at present 
cannot be sold in this state under our present 
requirements 


“T am doing some work along this line at 
present, and on the tenth of this month we 
are going to meet the representatives of the 
oil companies who are marketing and doing 
business in this state, when we will probably 
come to some kind of an agreement which, as 
we suppose, wil! be satisfactory all around.” 

The officers of the Independent Petroleum 
Marketers’ Association have been called upon 
by Mr. Moody for data regarding burning oil 
tests, and they have placed the matter before 
the Wyoming members and are keeping track 
of the matter.

Ohio Oil Co. Gets Practical 
Control of Carlyle Ill. Field 


(By Special Correspondent.) 

CARLYLE, ILL., Jan. 4.—If the Ohio 
Oil Co. can make one more purchase the 
Standard interests will have the Carlyle oil 
fields tied up in a sack, and it is quite prob- 
able that John D. will make a clean sweep 
in the near future 

The one big event of the past month’s hap 
f the Surpass Oil & Gas 
Co. holdings to the Ol 


penings was the sale 
The telegram re- 
ceived from W. M. Laird, president of the 
Surpass, to his superintendent here, announc- 
ing the sale, and a like announcement to the 
superintendent of the Ohio that the purchase 
had been made, gave no details as to the pur- 
chase price, etc. The deal was closed in Pitts 
burgl The Ohio took possession of the 
property yesterday 

The Surpass had the best producing property 
of any single company or individual in the 
field, and the only one that made really big 
money out of the gamble. They had almost 
half the acreage in the defined territory, and 
over a third of the producers. The leases on 
which there is one or more wells contain 878 
acres out of 1,876 in the field. The company 
owned 57 of the 147 producers, and the aver- 
age daily production runs from 700 to 1,000 


barrels a day. The leases are on land owned

HOW LAIRD GOT IN. 


While Frank Ranger has always been given 
the credit of making Carlyle famous in the oil 
history of the United States, President Laird, 
of the Surpass, is entitled to an equal share in 
the honors. Ranger got the leases and induced 
Laird to come to Carlyle, yet the latter put up 
the coin for the initial test. Furthermore, he 
insisted upon following his own judgment in 
picking the location for the well. After 
Ranger had lined up leases on thousands of 
acres of land he went about the country look- 
ing for a “goat,” a man willing to put up the 
long green for making the tests in exchange 
for a few thousand acres of leases. The big 
operators positively refused to even nibble 
on the proposition. All assured Ranger that 
not a hat full of oil could be found around 
Carlyle because two dry holes had been drilled 
south of the town. Ranger, disheartened and 
discouraged, was seated in the lobby of a hotel 
in Pittsburgh, when an intimate friend came 
in, greeted him cordially, and inquired why he 
was so gloomy. Explanations followed. 

It was not very long before Ranger made the 
acquaintance of W. M. Laird, a wealthy shoe 
merchant of Pittsburgh, who occasionally took 
a flyer in the speculative game. He was a 
tenderfoot in the oil game, or he at least could 
not be classed as a veteran. Laird heard the 
details of the proposition, dismissed his caller 
with a promise to let him know soon. He 
held a little conference with several of his 
close business associates. It was agreed that 
the gamble be made, so Laird came to Car- 
lyle, met Ranger and they made a casual in- 
spection of the leases. Speaking of the matter 
afterwards the wealthy Pittsburgher said: 

“Ranger wanted me to make the first test 
on the Pepperkorn farm, two miles to the 
southwest of the location I picked. A dry hole 
was drilled there later, so you see, had I made 
the gamble there it is probable that I might 
have decided to quit. A supernatural hand 
seemed to lead me to the Murphy farm, and

When he got through 
selling the leases he did not want his cash 
surplus had been increased over a hundred 
thousand. 


When there was a lull in the excitement he 
returned to Pittsburgh and the organization of 
the Surpass Oil and Gas Co. was perfected, 
with all of the stock held by the wily and lucky 
shoe merchant and manufacturer and his few 
associates. They have never told how much 
clear money they have made. It is evident 
that the income was big from the oil pro- 
duced from the fact that the initial produc- 
tion of a number of the wells ran from five 
hundred to two thousand barrels and better 
each. Including the sale money received a 
few days ago it would not be missing it very 
far if the next earnings of the little bunch 
of Pittsburghers were placed at the hald mil- 
lion mark. 


Those who have shared the good fortune 
with Laird are Henry and Xavier Wittmer 
and J. T. Mathieu, all of Pittsburgh, but the 
president of the company deserves the credit 
for knowing how to play his four aces when 
he drew the winning hand. The “tender- 
foot” turned the laugh on the battle-scarred 
veterans of the oil fraternity. 


ONE WELL DRILLING. 

There is only one well drilling in the field 
at the present time, and that is No. 5 on the 
J. B. Wilken farm adjoining the Smith on. 
the south. The well on the Rudolph farm, 
just over the line from the northeast corner 
of the McCabe producing property, is a duster 
it 1,300 feet. This is one of the deepest holes 


lrilled in the defined territory or close to 
the lines. 


The Ohio got a set-back along the south 
line of the Smith farm. No. 26, which is in 
the direction of Carlyle, and toward the 
southeast corner of the field, is not good for 
over two barrels. The next well to the west 
is making fifty. No. 27, located between No. 
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25 and 26, has been completed by Morehead 
and Tyndale. It was drilled down to the 
shallow 820 foot sand and will make ten bar- 
rels. 

Several months ago H. M. Bachus, corre- 
spondent for a well known eastern oil paper, 
came to town and started to talking oil to a 
number of the owners of land the leases on 
which had been cancelled. He explained that 
he did not have the cash to do the developing, 
but he was in touch with a man who had the 
money bags. Bachus said this man was will- 
ing to pay for the drilling if he would line 
up the leases, and the impression was left that 
a number of tests would be made. A lease 
was obtained on the J. T. Donnewald farm, 
on which the Surpass had drilled three dust- 
ers. Contractor Frank Brandeberry made the 
test for one John Rock, a wealthy citizen of 
Cleveland. The well was completed and was 
dry. Brandeberry secured the job for another 
test on the same farm for the same man, but 
he received orders to quit after a part of the 
material had been hauled to the location. 
Now Brandeberry has filed an attachment suit 
in the circuit court against Bachus and Rock 
for the purpose of holding some casing be- 
longing to them. No details are given in the 
papers filed further than the claim is for over 
$1,500. The defendants are not here at the 
present time. It is not known whether this 
claim is for the first well, or to collect on the 
alleged contract for the second. 

John Alexander, of Butler, Pa. who has 
been superintendent for the Surpass com 
pany, will not be retained in that capacity by 
the Ohio. It is the supposition that Mr. Alex 
ander will go to Oklahoma. 


MOVE TO TULSA. 

There will be quite an exodus of oil peopl 
to Tulsa, Oklahoma, this month. A. M. Derby, 
who drilled in the first well here, is rushed 
with work down there and has persuaded three 
contractors from here to move their strings 
of tools and help him out. George Tyndale, 
A. M. Morehead and F. A. Brandeberry are 
getting ready to move, a part of their tools 
having been shipped there already. 

Last month the Ohio got another duster 
on the Seidel farm, west of Sandoval and a 
mile southwest of production in that pool. A. 
H. Hollister, who holds a responsible posi- 
tion with the Shaffer and Smathers Oil Co., 
was here a few days ago making an inspection 
of the company property. Mr. Hollister was 
here during the big show and paid out a big 
bunch of money in cash bonuses for the com- 


pany. The only good stuff they got hold of 
was the Leo Deters eighty acres for which a 
cash bonus of $9,000 was paid. Although S 
and S. put in a lot of cash this lease will put 
them ahead. Mr. Hollister is now located in 
Chicago, the present headquarters of the com- 
pany. 

Charles Hurd, superintendent of the Indian 
Refining Company, at Lawrenceville, was here 
a few days ago on business. 

Mayor C. L. Riemann, of Trenton, and his 
son-in-law, Earl Stephens, have started a wild 
cat well on the Boeving land close to the 
village of Bartelso in Santa Fe township.

CONCRETE WAREHOUSE 
SHELTERS BIG TANKS 


FE. A. Wadhams ,of the Wadhams Oil Com- 
pany, Milwaukee, Wis., reports that his con- 
crete warehouse used for the sheltering of 
storage tanks only has reduced his evapora- 
tion loss on oil and gasoline to a minimum. 

This is one of the few buildings of its kind 
in the country and there was much discussion 
of the Wadhams plant as to whether it would 
work. The house is built of concrete through- 
out, even with a concrete roof. The roof is 
supplied with ventilators and there are ven- 
tilators along the walls next to the ground. 
These ground ventilators are opened at night 
and carefully guarded by a watchman. In 
the morning they are closed and kept closed 
throughout the day. This prevents the pos- 
sibility of accident and also keeps hot air out. 
The result, Mr. Wadhams says, has been that 
the loss from evaporation is so small he is 
really ashamed to speak of it.

Refinery Superintendent Warns Engineers Against Too 
Much Faith in Formulas—Crude Base Must Be Considered

to purchase lubricative efficiency by applica- 
tion of the same principles. I say attempt and 
lubricating oil especially as I thmk 
most of you who have bought lubricants by 
specification have not always bought the lubri 


cation you expected. Let us investigate the 


In an address before the Railway Club of 
Pittsburgh a few years ago, I pointed out 
securing at all times satisfac 
tory lubrication entirely by specification for 
1 that lubricating oils are highly com- 
plex mixtures of still more complex com- 
pounds, varying widely in different crudes, 
and that it is possible in many instances, 
particularly in oils flashing under 520 deg. 
Fahr. to produce mixtures from one or more 
crude bases falling within the limits of phys- 


tests (as usually conducted) with an oil 
from another crude base, and yet the two be 
widely different in lubricating power 

Conversely, oils prepared from different 
crude bases may vary considerably in their 
physical constants and possess the same lu- 
bricating efficiency within a range say of 20 
to 30 degrees, while on elevation to somewhat 
higher temperatures (possible to be reached in 
actual use), rapidly differentiate themselves; 
the one standing up well, the other falling off 
in lubricating power: In fact an apparently 
superior oil at temperature testing is made, 
will often prove to be inferior under higher 
temperature of us¢ Yet again we have to 
contend with faulty designed bearings, too 
heavy thrusts for size of support, exposure 
to extra severe conditions, etc., where no matter 
what specification for oil is drawn, it is im 
possible to secure efficient lubrication and we 
must resort to grease, graphite, or other spe 
cial lubricant. 

Possibly some of you have had hitherto un- 
explained experiences which the preceding 
statements will make clear, and while it is pos- 
sible to draw up specifications insuring the 
highest lubricative efficiency, it is also appar- 
ent from the foregoing that such specifications 
can only be framed from a knowledge in- 
volving physical constants of various distil- 
lates, reduced oils, stocks, etc., refined from 
the different crudes ; the market prices of these

ndependent of the origin of the oil, method of 
refining or nature of the oils; in other words, 
from these investigations, one might say that 
rime lard or sperm oil would give the same 
-efhcient of friction as a straight mineral 
il, having the same viscosity at any given 
temperature, no matter whether the oil is of 
Pennsylvania, Texas or Russian origin, etc. 
\ow, if this be a fact, we certainly have made 
great step forward in the right direction. 
Mr. Smith states that he believes it neces- 
ary that cylinder oils, especially for super 
eated steam, should have a very high flash 
nd fire test, and he further states that Penn- 
sylvania oil is necessary for the production of 
od cylinder oils. I cannot agree with him 
n the first point. As a matter of fact, I am 
advocate of rather low flashing point in 
linder oils, that is, I have come to this con- 
lusion from many years of close study 
nd observation of cylinder lubrication in 
ctual service as well as extensive laboratory 
ivestigations as to the behavior of cylinder 
ils in steam at various temperatures, from 
rdinary saturated steam temperatures up to 
he highest degree of superheat; and have 


found that it is very advisable to have a cer 
tain amount of comparatively volatile com- 
pounds or constituents present in a properly 
compounded cylinder oil. In fact, a cylinder 
oil containing a certain amount of volatile 
compounds will mingle much better with 
steam, and if we take into consideration the 
large area of the cylinders and steam chests, 
and the small amount of oil used it will readily 
be seen that we should distribute the oil with 
the steam in an atomized form, or, in other 
words, lubricate the steam, to get the best 
results. 

To do this successfully I find it is necessary 
that cylinder oils should contain a certain 
amount of volatile constituents at steam tem 
peratures used in service. This is only one 
point to illustrate how difficult it is to draw 
up specifications that will be of practical value 
to cover all points. 

Must Make Tests 
For All Uses of Oils.

There is no question in my mind that some 


day we will get specifications for the various 


lubricating oils and lubricants, but at present, 
as Mr. Smith has pointed out, unless the chem 
ists and engineers who have to deal with 
testing of oils, come in closer contact and 

operation with the technical experts of the 
refineries, or manufacturers of lubricating 
oils, they are at a great disadvantage, and in 
the past it has been very difficult to get any 
information from the refineries, either because 
they do not know themselves or else they will 
not tell. This is what the consumers are up 
against at present 

It might be stated in this connection that 
the American Society of Testing Materials has 
a committee on lubricants composed of ex- 
perts representing both the manufacturer and 
consumer, and it is hoped that this committee 
will, in due course of time, be able to bring 
about not only closer professional co-operation 
between the parties interested, but also develop 
methods and specifications for lubricants
